for the physical and moral welfare of 
the individual there is no logical de-

Scarcity of |Seed Wheat 


Attracted by the splendid prices that were paid for 
wheat since last fall there are farmers in many parts of 
Alberta who have sold all they had and now there is a cry 
going up that that they have not enough seed. It is said 
that thousands of acres ot land in Western Canada will be 
sown with seed that will not grade at all. 

It is pointed out that if Alberta cannot produce her 
own seed and something over for Manitoba and eastern 
Saskatchewan, the situation is serious indeed, Very few 
in Manitoba have found seed yet, and now agents from 
North Dakota are appearing in Canada with inquiries for 
seed. 


I'welve million acres of land will be ready for plant- 
ing in the spring and there is ae yet no seed supply 
apparent for 4,000,000 acres of thie, in what was the black 
rust area last year. Thie area must look to Alberta for 
seed. ‘The general average of grain was low last year and 
it is likely that much wheat will be used for sowing which 
is unfit for seed. 


Hon. Burrel’s Appeal to Farmers 


The Hon. Martin Burrell has sent to the Catt the 
following appeal to the farmer with the request that we 
publish it; 

For two years and 8 half War, red and ruinous, has 
raged through the world, and atill no decision has been 
reached.

In the tremend - 
ous strain yet to come a vital factor will be an ample and 
unfailing flow of food to England France. No matt:r 
what difficulties may face ue the supreme duty of every 
man on the land is to use every thought and every energy 
in the direction of producing moro, and etill more.

Mrs. Taber was not in a position to give anything to 
the Fund owing to her slender income, But aged as she 
was she determined to do her duty by her country so used 
means for giving her quota to the Patriotic Fund. The 
lesson which Mrs. Taber affords might well be learnt by 
those who have come forward as they might have done in 
the country’s cause, The act of the aged lady was one of 
pure self-denial and her motives such as give her name 
honorable mention, With men and women all of the type
